When the tidal w-ave of Jacksonian 
Democracy spread over the nation in 
’20s and ’30s of the last century, one 
of the first states engulfed was M s- 
souri. 
Here it resulted in a political 
organization 
which 
controlled 
the 
commonwealth 
for 
three 
decades, 
broke the influence of such eminent 
and beloved public men as John Scott 
and David Barton, and placed in 
al­ 
most autocratic power the greatest 
statesman of the West, Senator Thos. 
H. Benton. 
The new' movement, 
led by “Old 
Hickory”, meant all things to all men. 
It w'on remarkable victories and 
it 
suffered decisive defeats, but it 
ef­ 
fected change» in public 
mind and 
political machinery which have 
per­ 
sisted in strength and pow'er to this 
day. 
Some of the latter were first 
forcibly brought before 
Missourians 
n their second proposed constitution. 
Eighty years ago 
this 
week, 
on 
November 17, 1815, Missouri’s second 
constitutional convention 
assembled 
in Jefferson Gity. 
Among the 66 del­ 
egates were men who later wielded as 
governors, congressmen, 
and 
sena­ 
tors, and helped direct the destinies 
of state and nation for a quarter of a 
century in peace 
and war. 
Within 
two months they framed a constitu­ 
tion which attempted 
to meet 
the 
need« of the day. Among these were 
some wheih reflected the new demo­ 
cracy of the West, others which 
re­ 
flected distrust of it. 
The new' constitution changed the 
terms of office of the entire judiciary 
from a life term to a term of years, 
and the circuit judges were placed 
on an elective instead of an appoint- 
ve tenure. 
These changes reflected 
the new political thought of the West, 
which had been growing stronger for 
over two decades. 
Showing distrust even of the 
peo­ 
ple’s representatives were the provis­ 
ions incorporated in the new 
docu­ 
ment relating to the legislature. 
In 
Missouri’s first constitution of 1820 
the limitations 
on 
the 
legislature 
were conspicuous for 
their absence. 
Now many prohibitions and restric­ 
tions relating to finance, sj>ecial leg­ 
islation, length of legislative sessions, 
and popular referendum on amend­ 
ments w'ere set forth. 
Many of these 
provisinos, altered to meet a 
later 
day, found their way into our present 
fundamental law'. 
But the 
most 
important change 
proposed, excepting that relating to 
the judges, was on the ratio of rep- 
re sen ta ti on in the House 
of 
Re pre 
sentatives. 
The constitution of 1820 
limited the membership of the House 
to 100, but provided that each coun­ 
ty should have at least one represen 
tative. 
In 1845 
Missouri had 
96 
counties and new' counties wrere w ait­ 
ing organization. 
Moreover, the old 
populous counties were 
being badly 
discriminated against as regards any 
proportional representation based on 
population. 
A compromise was effected where­ 
by' representation was based 
on 
a 
ratio. This ratio was obtained by di­ 
viding the total number of free white 
inhabitants by 100. 
Counties 
were 
given representation as follows: For 
3-5 ration, one representative; 1 2-3 
ratino, twro representatives, 2 2-3 ra- 
to , three, and 4 ration, four. 
Coun­ 
ties with less than 3-5 ratio were to 
be joined to other counties under cer­ 
tain conditions, and to have one rep­ 
resentative under different conditions. 
The compromise was not satisfactory 
to the rural districts and was one of 
the causes for the rejection 
of 
the 
constitution by the people in 1846.

ame “feud”. 
There have of course 
■ ceil sporadic neighborhood quarrels, 
me of them resulting in bloodshed, 
it they were strictly individual mat 
ers, of limited extent, and short con- 
nuance. 
But there was one inveterate quar­ 
rel which continued its bloody course 
f r nearly forty years, held one 
of 
: ¡c "largest counties in the Ozarks in 
t eadly fear, cost scores of lives, and 


was at last drowned under 
bloody 
waves of civil war. 
Now that 
all 
the participants in that vendetta have 
long since 
passed 
away, 
and that 
their descendants are among the best 
ci to sent of Missouri, it would seem as 
if the story of that strange conflict 
is worthy of permanent record. 
The Alsups were among the first, 


f not the very first settlers in that 
part of the Ozarks now comprised in 
the counties of Ozark and 
Douglas. 
They were of the best East Tennesee 
fcock, and moved to the Ozarks 
as 
early as 1820. 
Old Uncle Tom Alsup 
used to claim that the first of them 
landed at th<* mouth of the Big \o»rth 
Fork, on White river, 
in 
1812, and 
that later they made their way up the 
Big North Fork to it.- junction 
with 
the Bryant Fork of White river and 
up the latter stream 
into 
Douglas 
county. 
Thomas Alsup was a small 
boy at the time 
of 
that migration, 
and a hale old man when he used to 
tell about it fifty years ago, and there 
is no reason to doubt the truth of his 
statement unless, perhaps, 
he 
may 
have made the date of the arrival a 
few years too early. 
Be that as it 
may it is certain the Alsups were in 
the region well over a century ago. 
Year after year with 
that clannish 
-pipit, which is such a characteristic 
>f thesc^ people, others of their kin- 
hip followed from 
the 
Tennessee, 
until the little river bottom 
farms 
stretched fifty miles up stream from 
the White river. But along with those 
of the Alsup connection, there were 
>th< i s of the same mountain race who 
•ame into this backwoods Eden. Prob­ 
ably the most numerous of these were 
the Fleetwoods. These were, I think, 
>f Kentucky birth. 
For 
years this 
settlement in the remote wilds of the 
Ozarks lived in primitive simplicity, 
uid with no more quarrels than usu­ 
al 
in 
such 
communities. 
But 
at 
iength an Alsup and a Fleetwood dis­ 
agreed over something, and the <juar- 
rel ended by one of th»* pair shooting 
lie other dead. 
What they quarreled 
ibout, or which man was th»* aggres­ 
sor or did the killing, no one in later 
lays seemed to have the least idea. 
Enough that one member of one of 
the clans had been killed. 
As quickly 
as the news spread through the hills, 
every man on either side made 
the 
quarrel his own and 
swore 
venege- 
,inee. 
Thus started the longest, fierc­ 
est and bloodiest feud in Ozark his­ 
tory. 
Years passed on each seeing 
the 
bloody fruit of the feud. 
Occasional­ 


ly some of the older and cooler head 
on either side made efforts to end 
the 
trouble, 
and 
sometimes there 
would be an armed truce for a litt! 
time, but it was a truce filled with 
suspicion and hatred, and sooner or 
later 
some 
trifling 
disagreement 
would spring up, the 
lie 
would be 
passed, the ready revolvers would 1> 
drawn, one or both disputants would 
drop dead, *nd the feud fires 
would 
blaze with redoubled violence. Prob­ 
ably In the forty years" prior to 1860 
two hundred lives were offered up on 
the altar of that bloody Moloch. 
Then there came a

in 
the history of such struggle. 
By mu­ 
tual agreement the men of the two 
clans, now including many of the in­ 
habitants of the region who were m-t 
related t<> either of the original side , 
met on a day in 
October, 1860,

of 
the victors. The chosen battle ground

The place wa- 
a typical "Post Oak Flat”, with scat

parks common to the Ozarks. 
Here the Alsups 
and Fleetwood> 
met, pprobably a hundred men to th* 
side, and all 
that 
beautiful Indian 
summer day fought a bloody battl» 
They fought 
in

their forefathers had 
learned 
from 
the Indians, using trees as shelters, 
-lipping around for a shot at 
their 
foes from the rear, using every trie 
of savage warfare to 
win. 
As th 
day drew to a close, a score <>f 
men 
lay dead and as many more wounded 
A truce was called which each side 
carried <>ff their dead and wounded. 
As might have

epxeeted the 
fight was a draw. 
Neither side would 
admit 
defeat,

more furiously than ever. 
This last outbreak was of such an

that

AND FIFTY YEARS AGO 


There is nothing in the journal of 
the Continental congress for October 
31, 1775, to show it, hut on that day 
the congress received news which ma­ 
terially affect«*! all its subsequent de 
liberations. 
From Falmouth (P ort­ 
land, Me.,) it h«*ard of the bombard 
ment and burning out of that town, 
October 18, by British warships; and 
from I»ndon it received indisputable 
proof that the king was hiring Euro­ 
pean mercenary troops to 
fight his 
American 
colonies 
for him. 
How, 
with such news coming in from day 
to day, could any of them still hope 
that an honorable 
"accommodation 
or settlem ent could he arranged with

the old country except by force 
of 
arm s? 
Why did th« y not issue 
the 
Declaration of Independence then and 
there? 
The answer to this question grad­ 
ually will reveal itself as this series 
of stories develops. 
For the moment, 
the point of interest is, what did they 
think, for instance, about the wanton 
destruction of 
an 
undefended coast 
town, and what were they going to do 
about it? 
They thought about 
it, 
beyond a doubt, exactly 
as George 
Washington wrote in a letter which 
the Congress received from him 
on 
November 1. 
To the commander 
in 
ch ef the burning of Falmouth 
was 
"an outrage, exceding 
in barbarity 
and cruelty every hostile act practic­ 
ed among 
civilized 
nations”. 
Still 
more feelingly did 
Washington ex­ 
press his w rath in a letter to the peo­ 
ple of Falmouth. 
“The desolation and misery which 
ministerial vengeance has planned”, 
he said in his letter, "in contempt of 
every principle of humanity, and 
so 
lately brought on the town of Fal­ 
mouth, I know not how sufficiently to 
commiserate. 
Nor can my compass­ 
ion for the general suffering be con­ 
ceived beyond the true measure 
of 
my feelings”. 
The contribution 
of 
October 
31, 
1775, to the progress of the Ameri­ 
can campaign against 
Canada was 
the defeat of Sir Guy Carleton, gov­ 
ernor of Canada, 
near 
St. John’s, 
Quebec, by Seth W arner with 
his 
Green Mountain boys 
and 
a New 
York regiment. 
Carleton 
had sent 
out eight hundred Indians, Canadians 
and British regulars to relieve 
his 
besieged fortress at St. John’s. But 
W arner, 
lying 
in 
ambush 
on the 
southern shore of the St. Lawrence, 
opened fire upon Carleton’s men while 
they were 
crossing 
the 
river and 
drove them back with 
considerable 
loss.—K. C. Star.
